Mr. Yeucatasawmy Naidu, a Commissioner of the 8th Divisiop, died on the 12th 
June 1676 after having served on the Commission BÏnce 1867. A Native Gentleman 
oE varied expérience and unremitting energy, bis opinions and advice in ail matters 
of importance were respected, while his assistance was at ail times readily aad cheer- 
fuUy given. The Commiasioners could not but record his death with the expression 
of deep regret, 
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Apprehending the possible failure of the Bed Hills Water supply as a conse* 

quence of the long continued draught, the Commissioners 
with the sanction of Government authorized a charge at the 
rate of 2 annas per thousand gallons being made for water used for other than do- 
xnestic purposes. This charge \?as subsequently increased to 8 annas per thousand 
gallons, after it became necessary to raise the wator by pumping. Although the 
revenue derived from this source was insignificant, being only Bupees 2,245, the im- 
position of the charge had a good effect in checking waste. A Spécial Meeting was 
held on the 24th April to consider the proceedings of the Water Supply Committee 
recommending that measures be at once taken for providing and setting up the 
necessary pumping apparatus at the head works. The Commissioners while adopting 
the suggestion of the Committee, and empôwering the Acting Président to take such 
measures as may be found necessary to prevent any failure in the supply of water 
from the Reds Hills Tank unanimously adoptcd the foUowing resolution : — 

** That the Commissioners in reviewing the whole correspondence relating to 
** the supply of the Red Hills Water to the Municipality, are of opinion that pre- 
^' vious to the commencement of the works for which a loan of Bs. 14,30|000 has 
'* been contracted, there was an understanding that the Government would supply the 
'* Municipality with water from the Red Hills to any quantity not exceeding 32 mil- 
^^ lions of cubic yards at the rate of one Rupee per thousand oubic yards. They désire, 
** therefore, that the Acting Président in laying the correspondence before the Qo- 
** vemment, will appeal to their liberality to carry out this understanding by under- 
*^ taking the cost of pumping, if it should become necessary to resort to that expédient." 

As will appear in another part of this report the work of pumping was oom- 
menced by order of Government in August under the superintendence of the General 
Superintendent of the Government Workshops, the cost thereof being borne by Go- 
vernment. 

Certain changes in the method of coUecting the Pro* 
fession Tax aud the Tax on Carnages and Animais were 
adopted on the recommendation of the Acting Président. The collection of the former 
tax was put under the Assessor, and an increased establishment amounting to 
Rs. 203 per month was sanctioned. The effect of thèse arrangements has been very 
satisfactory as will be seen by a référence to Chapter II.

TbeWater Supply Committee having been requested by 
^^improTement of the Water ^^^ Commissioners to place themselves in communication 

with such prof essional gentlemen in the service of Govern-i 
ment as may be able and willing to assist them and to report on the best means for 
improving the Water Supply, the Committee applied to Government for the assistance 
of an Engineer« The Government expressed willingness to assist the Committee but 
wished for information on certain points, the préparation of which, involving a consi^t 
dorable amount of labor and resçarch was being attended to by the newly »ppointed 
Municipal Engineer, 
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The Honorable Mr. Cunningham, Commissioner for the 5tli Municipal Division 

having drawn attention to the sanitary requirements of the 
n^e omm MunicipaKty, it was, agreed that the Drainage Oommittee 

be requested to consider and report on the f oUowing points : — 

(a.) The adequacy of the présent Sanitary staff. 

(b.) The possibility of intercepting and defeoating the sewage which now falls 
into the Cooum. 

(c.) The more effectuai removal of sewage by carts, boats on Cochrane's Canal 
or the Tramway. 

(d.) The more extended use of sewage farms. 
(e.) The regular flashing of ail drains, 

and that they be empawered to invite Dr* Balfour» the Sanitary Commissioner, 
Mr. Dhanikote Rajoo, Captain Taylor, TheVery Rev. J. Colgan, Mr. W. Robertson and 
any others whom they may consider it advisable to consult, to assist them in their déli- 
bérations, and that the Government be requested to direct a compétent Engineering 
Officer to aid the Ccumnittee with prolessional advice. 

The Govemm^ent were nat afale ta comiply with the request of the Commissioners. 
The Commîttee^ however, as abovo oonstituted met seven times but had not agreed 
"upon a report before the close of the year. Enquiries were set on foot with a view to 
ascertaining the beat means of getting the night soil and rubbish conveyed to a 
suflBcient d»istance from the City either by Railway or Canal. The information to-l 
ceived went ta show that the remaval by rail would be too costly,. but that the Ca^ala 
(more especially if the proposed Junction Canal were completed) afforded the best 
and cheapest means of removal. An ezperiment was made under the direction of the 
Committee to see haw the rempval of ail foecal matter, liquida as well as solid, could 
best be accomplished — the niscessary alterations^ in the drains, &c., being carried 
out in a few instances. Messrs. Cunningham and, Dhanikote Bajoaundertook taconduct^ 
the experiment, but as their report haa not been received^ it may ba convenienfr 
to place on, record hère the report of the Assistant Engineer of the South lUnge. 

Meport on the altération to ^rivate PrivieS:. 

On the recommendation ot the Drainage Committee- vide Froceedings dated 
23rd September and 23rd Navember 1876, it wa3 decided that the privies of the 
bouses 41 in nujtnber in Alankatan. Pillay Street,. Triplicane should be altered 
as f oUows :. — 

The floors of ail the privies were picked up and so relaid that aU liquid matter 
f alling on them runs into a réceptacle and communication between the privy and bouse 
drain leadinginto the street drain intercepted. Each privy is provided with 2 buckets. 

The privies were also roofed to prevent the rain water fallîng on the floor, an4 
this was found necesary as the receçtaclea were made of dimensions calculated to. 
çontain uri:ne only.

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In order to support the roof in some cases pillars were erected and in otiiers 
walls were raised and in addition to thèse other petty necessarj repairs were ezecuted 
to the privies. 

The cost of the altération to thèse 41 privies was Bupees 903-Ô-4.

The above arrangements to the private privies were carried out with the intentioiu 
of intercepting ail urine and liquid fœcal matt-er from flowing into the street drains, 
but this objecta I regret to hâve to report has not been attained owing to the habits of 
the lower clasB natives ^^^ ^^^ their court yards and also the drain leading 
from it into the street drain as a urinai at ail times of the day as well as night and 
consequently very little urine is found in the réceptacles inside the privies. 

The arrangements however prevent any solid or liquid fœcal matter from the 

privies getting into the drains, but unless theiaie people change their habits and a very 

strict watch is kept upon the interior conservancy arrangements of their houses I 

think it almost impossible to prevent fœcal matter from flowing out of their houses 

into the street drains»

From this report it may be concluded that any scheme for preventing urine 
from finding its way into the surface drains by altering the privies in houses, occu- 
pied by Hindus and Mahomedans would succeed only to a very limited extent. 

The more pressing duties occasioned by the Famine which began to be severely 
f elt about the end of November prevented the Members of the Drainage Committee 
from continuing their sittings. 

The Commissioners having in their proceedings of the 14th September 1876, 

iff matioii of I>epar^ requested the Acting Président to report what measures 
ment». . hâve already been adopted for improving the mode of 

collection of taxes, and what further measures he would propose to adopt with 
référence to a statement made by the Honorable Mr. Cunningham animadverting 
severely on the fluctuation and decrease observable in the receipts from certain taxes, 
the Acting Président made a statement before the Commissioners at their next 
General Meeting in conséquence of which the amalgamation of the Assessor's and • 
Collecteras Departments, and the retirement of the Collecter at the end of the year 
was recommended and received the sanction of Government. At the same Meeting 
it was resolved to direct the Budget Committee to provide in the next year's Budget 
for an amalgamated Sanitary and Engineering Establishment in lieu of the two 
Departments under the Sanitary Inspecter and Executive Engineer^ 
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Ediieatlon. The expenditure on account of Municipal Aided Schools was Bs. 14,168-8-7 

being less than that of the previous year by Rupees 223-6-3 as f oUows : —

ïhe Inspecting Agency remained the same, being 1 Mahomedan and 2 Hindus 
whose salaries aggregate Rs. 170 a month. The Commissioners readily acknowledged 
the neoessity for additional strength to this staff so frequently urged on their atten- 
tion by the Inspector of Normal Schools and the Deputy Inspecter, but felt they 
would not be justified in sanctioning a larger grant for éducation while measures of 
more urgent importance were very inadequately provided for in conséquence of the 
low state of the Funds. The Report of the Deputy Inspector of Schools forms 
Appendix V. — (A) containing detailed information regarding schools aided by the 
Municipality.

Although there was an ezcess of 2,132 opérations over those of 1875-76, the 
T7orkîng of the Department cannot be consldered satisfactory, as it was still below 
that of 1874-75 by 14,029. With the Europeansand Eurasians there has been a steady 
improyement during the past two years, and an unexpected progress was made in 
last year among the Mahomedans, but the f oUowing Statements seem to indioate 
that Vaccination is losing ground with the Hindus, more particnlarly among their 
females, whioh is mueh to be regretted. Nearly one half of the whole number were 
yaccinated in the last three months of the year.

It will be observed that ezcluding Miscellaneous Beceipts, the component parts 
of which vary considerably year by year, and A^hich do not therefore admit of 
comparison, the total collections fall short of the Budget Estimate by Bupees 770. 
The Supplemental Estimâtes aggregating Bupees 33,000 from the Tax on Arts, 
ào.f and the Carriage and Animal Tax althoughapparently justifiable at the time they 
were formed, hâve proved excessive owing in a great measure to the Famine whîch 
8et in with much severity in November. There is however a large increase in the 
collections as compared with those of the previous year, and with the average o£ 
the three preceding years of Bupees 36,341 and Bupees 71,661 respectively. This 
^ves an increase of 8 per cent, over the previous year*8 collections, and of 17 per 
cent, over the three years* average. 

Including .the Miscellaneous Beceipts, the total income of the Municipality from 
budgatted sources was Bupees 1,-961 in excess of the estimâtes*

Compared with the Budget Estimâtes there appears an aggregate loss of Bupees 
1,278. This loss is attributable to the deficiency under the head of *' Fées for Slaoghter 
Houses," which is thus ezplained bj the Budget Committee in their report on the 
Annual Statement of Receipts andDisbursements. ** In the middte of August 1875 the 
collection has been let to a Contracter who in that jear paid an advance of 
Rupees 3,251 for 1876. To show the actual incomes for the years 1875-76 and 
1876-77, this sum of Rupees 3,251 will hâve therefore to be subtracted from Rupees 
10,672 of 1875 and added to Rupees 4,308 of 1876 : when it will be seen that 
Rupees 7,421 and Rupees 7,559 represent the actual incomes for 1875-76 
and 1876-77." The deficiency in the receipts from the sale of rubbish was caused by 
the stoppage of the sales at the Brick-kiln Rubbish Depot. The opening of the 
rubbish heaps being attended with a bad smell, and there being much sickness in 
that locality, it was thought advisable to stop the sales temporarily. The failure of the 
rains account for the other deficiencies observable. It is satisfactory to observe a 
marked increase in therecoipts from Sewage Farms.

The report of the Assessor and CoUector on the working of the Bevenue 
Department is a full, clear and veiy satiafactor/ statement. The followîng 
particulars respecting the varioua taxes are gathered from it : — 

The demand for the year endingSOth April 1877 as shown in the Streetwari 
Tui«DCirrii«MoiiHpriiin RegisterwasEupees 44,562,a8.12, of which Eupees 39.529 
and Aaimais. were collected and brought to aooount within the year. A 

further Bum of Rupees 1,438-4-0 wae collected on account of arrears, making a total 
of Bupees 40,967-4-0, which is Bupees 1,573 in ezcess of the average of the three 
preceding yeara. The «urrent collection was better by Rupees 5,326 than the 
average current collections of the three preceding jears, which points to greater 
efficiency in the Colleoting Establishment. 

The receipts imder this head amoanting to Rupees 15,078-6-10, exceed the

The assessment of this tax is attended with much difficulty and uncertainty. 

. The A et contains no provision under which persons liable 
to the Tax can be compelled to give the information 
necessary for a correct assessment. Consequently it happons that the demand 
has to be framed on very imperfect information, and is subject to considérable 
réductions and altérations. Out of 8,317 persons assessed, 2,221 objected to their 

classification. Thèse objections were disposed of as f oUows : —

involvinga réduction of Rupees 16,298 against a total demand of Rupees 1,05,880, 
leaving a balance of Rupees 89,582. From this it is expected that a forther sum of 
Rupees 9,000 will hâve to be set off for bad and irrecoverable debts. 

The current collections including a sum of Rupees 5,824-11-6 paid before the 
Tax fell due and carried to account in 1875-76 amounted to Rupees 75,672, or about 
Rupees 28,300 in excess of the average current collections in the three preceding 
years. The Commissioners place great importance on the prompt realization of the 
current demand, and note this improvement with much satisfaction* 

A sum of Rupees 35,561-14-9 was coUected on account of arrears, making a 
total of Rupees 1,05,409. This is an increase of 97 per cent, on the collections of 
1873-74, of 53 f per cent, on the collections of 1874-75 and 37 percent, on the collec- 
tions of 1875-76, and is the largest sum ever coUected in one year from the Tax. 

504 Liquor shops were assessed to this tax. From the statement in the report 

of the Assessor and Collector it wouldappear that thereis 
reïSïïeïnfilJS? '*'*'** one shop to every 789 inhabitants throughout the whole 

town. In the 2nd division which represents one extrême, 
the proportion is 1 to 1,603, in the Sth division which represents the other, there is one 
shop to every 619 inhabitants. The demand for the year was Rupees 11,296, being 
Rupees 933 less than the average demand of the three preceding years. 
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The decrease is accounted for by the Dowk on which the Municipal Âssess- 
ments are based, having been reyised and modified by the Collector of Madras. 
Bupees 11,645 w^ere coUected for arrears and ourrent being Rupees 1,835 in excess 
of the average of the three preoeding years. The Comoussioners observe with regret 
that two defaulters owing as much as Bupees 638 on account of this tax who had 
evaded payment for a séries of years, and succeeded in placing themselves beyond 
the reach of ail coercive process, and who were af ter much labour on the part of the 
Municipal subordinates and the Police apprehended and committed to prison after 
enquiry by the Chief Magistrate, were released by the Government. 

The demand for the year including additions on account of new and increased 

assessments and réductions on appeals amounted to 

andlanSî "''"'^*' ^^**"^* Bupees 2,56, 208-10 being the assessment of the rate at 7i 

percent. on 31,562 holdings estimated to yield an annual 

rental of Bupees 34,16,078. The number of holdings and the net assessment are 

slightly in excess of the figures of the three preceding years but not to such an 

extent as to require explanation. 

Of the above sum of Bupees 2,56,208-12, Bupees 7,640,8,4 wereremitted on 
notices of vacancy, and Bupees 2,41,283-10-6 were coUected, leaving a balance of 
Rupees 7,412-13-2 uncoUected, which is less than 3 percent, of the demand. The 
arrears demand amounted to Bupees 37,811-2-1, of which Bupees 4,587-4-8 were 
remitted and Bupees 27,938-1-4 were coUected, leaving a balance of Bupees 
5,338-11-4 uncoUected. The balances were reduced during the year from Bupees 
37,844 to Bupees 12,751.

The improvement is very marked and can only be accounted for by the in- 
creased efficiency of the Collecting Staff. 

Some curions facts are brought to light in the tabular statement given in the 
Beport of the Assessor and Collector, showing the graduated scale of valuation of 
houses, buildings and lands. It appears that there are only 632 houses in 
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Madras (inoluding ail Government buildings outside .the Fort) whioh yield a rental 
of Rupees 50 per month or more. Thèse houses are thus distribnted :—

There are 668 houses rented at between Bupees 300 and 600 per annum. 

Excluding huts of less annual value than Bupees 14, the average rental on the 
31,562 holdings was Bupees 108*23. In Bombay 22,458 holdings were valued at 
Bupees 1,12,75,710^ giving an average of Bupees 502*08 per holding. The Calcutta 
reports do not gîve the particulars necessary for making a comparison. 

It is ascertained that the demand on this account up to the 31st of March 1877 

was as much as Bupees 16,277, of which only Bupees 
GroudBents. 4,325-9-3 have beên reaUzed. Itis probable that a con- 

sidérable proportion of the old arrears will be lost owing to the difficulty of tracing 
out the parties indebted. The collections, however, are a great improyement on

T?be working df the Sanitary and Engineering Depai^tmeiïts contînued throughout 

the year miTcli the same as it was in 1875-76. The un- 
healthiness of the season, the soarcity gradually intensi- 
fying into famine, and the insuflBciency and apprehended total failnre of the water 
supply f rom the Red Hills, contributed to rendef tlie year one of oinusual anxiety. 
In *î)eoember the number of housèless poor in tte streets and outskirts of Black 
Town had become so great owing to the influx of starving people from the Mofussil 
tîhat it became necessary to make . a large increase in the Conservancy staff for the 
purpose of* keeping the Streets and Parcherries in and aboiït the Town in a tolerably 
clean state. The Oommissioners having expressed an opinion in favour of the am- 
algamation df'the Sanitary «.ndEngineering^Departments, it was thonght advisable 
kl the emergency to give immédiate effect to this opinion and this was aocordingly 
done. The Town was divided into twenty Wards, and an Overseer was placed in 
charge of each Ward and made re^ponsible both for repairs of roads, &c., and for 
conservancy. Besides rthe ten Sanitary and seven Engineering Overseers, three 
new Overseers w^re appointed with the sanction of the Oommissioners, the number 
of Peons was increased from SO to 88, Scavengers andDrain-cleaners from 750 to 
975, Oarts and TroUies from 310 to 358. Thèse additions and altérations were 
carried ont in vJanuary and February. The Municipality was • divided into two 
Ranges, each containing four of-^the Municipal Divisions,: ttnd ten of the newly esta- 
blished Wards. Mr. Stephenson, the Acting Executive Bngineer was placed in charge 
of the South Range and Mr. Ross, the Sanitary Inspector in charge of the North, 
both being under the supervision of Mr. Jones, the Executive Engineer who took 
V charge of his . appointment on the 15th of January. 

314,927 cart loads of 'dirti filth and rubbish were removed from the Town, 
•amounting to about 112,500 tons in weight. It was disposed of principally 
for reclaiming a low pièce of ground to the North of the Madras Railway, between 
Monegar Ohoultry and the Railway Bridge, and another pièce situated between the 
branch Une. to the Go od s' Station and the Basin Esplanade Road. The night soil 
of the Ist, 2nd and 3rd Divisions continued to be taken to Munally in capts. That 
of the 4th, 5tli and 6th Divisions was buried at the Brick-kiln Dépôt and that of the 
7th and Sth at Kistnampett. In addition to the two plots of ground above men- 
tioned, several hoUows and low places in lands belonging to private individuals were 
ifiUed up and levelled with sweepings. 

The nuisance most complained of was oaused by persons easing themselves by 
the sides of the public roads and streets. The efforts of the Police to check the 
opractise appeared to hâve no effect. Oonstant and regular cleaning up was the only 
;possible mode of dealing wi€h the emergency and this was carried out in a f airly satis- 
îactory «manner«

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In addition to tlie 123 permanent public latrines th^re were ST temporary 
, ^ . , latrines, or 160 latrines in ail under the care of tbe Oon- 

Latrines and Urinais* ^ , . -n, . j ^ i. 

servancy Department. Four permanent and twençy-one 
temporary latrines were erected during the year. Five urinais were erected in 
the 2nd Division with apparatus for keeping them constantly flushed with water 
from the pipes. They promised to be successfnl, but soon after complétions water 
was only available for a short time in the morning and evening, and it became 
necessary to close them as without a constant supply of water, they became a nuisance. 
A latrine, on what is called the Coimbatore plan, was erected at Téynampett in the 
8th Division, and has proved the means of mitàgating a nuisance which was much 
complained of by résidents in the locality. The other permanent latrines erected 
during the year are merely walled enelosuves. 

The grant for new dust boxes was Rupees 2,000, of this only Bupees 1,193-5-4 
, . « . c.^ X includiiig a small payment on account of . the previous 

Dnst Boxes in Streets. ^ j j m. , i. ^ , 

year was expended. The number of . new dust boxes 
constructed during the year was 104, which together with those in existence pre- 
viously, make up a total of 1,889. More dust boxes are still required in many of 
the streets. 

A considérable stride in the development of the Sewage farms was effected dur- 
ing the year. By the érection of three new Picottahs and 
the improvement of the old ones at Kistnampett, the rai- 
sing of the whole of the sewage which was brought down by the Kistnampett 
Nullah was rendered possible, and the old standing nuisance near the 
Bridge on the South Beach Road was got rid of. A new farm with three 
Picottahs was started at Triplicane on a pièce of waste land belonging to the 
Trustées of the Triplicane Pagoda. The whole of the sewage of the large drain 
which formerly used to discharge itself on to the low ground near the South Beach 
Road, causiDg a most offensive and sickeniog smell was stopped and raised by Picot- 
tahs on to beds planted with Hurryali grass. Although no profit has been made, 
the resuit from a pecuniary point of view is on the whole encouraging. A great sa- 
nitary improvement has been effected at a small cost, the whole of which will in ail 
probability be more than recouped in 1877-78. The Statements in the Bngineer*s 
Report show that while in the Kistnampett and Triplicane Farms the resuit is a net 
disbursement of Rupees 2,487-8-11, there was a net receipt of Rupees 233-13-8 from 
the Egmore and DeMellow*s Road Farms. The net expenditure in ail the farms is 
therefore Rupees 2,253-11-3. 

If the value of the extensions made to the farms be set against this, it will be 

seen that the money has been well expended. The area under Sewage cultivation 

has increased as foUows since 1874-75.

The léngth of roads thus reformed was 44 miles, 2 fiirlongs, 159 yards ont of 
176 miles, the total length of metalled roads. The amount expended including the 
cost of émergent repairs Rupees 14,173,' and the amount of unpaid bills Kupees 
9,033j was Kupees 1^04,116-8-0.- 

The roads in the 5feh, 6feh, Tth and 8th Divisions were put and kept in very good 
order,.but in the ofeher Divisions many roads and streets were in want of repair. 
The unusual dryness of the atmosphère and ^ the exceptionally heavy traffîc were 
very. much against the roads.. It is the unanimous opinion of the Executive 
Officer» that watering (especially with «ea water) adds very much to the durability 
of. granité roads. In support ofthi« opinion, it is pointed out that the portion of 
the Mount Road which is watered twice a day, is wearing much better than the 
portion (aoross the Island) which is not watered.- The China Bazaar Esplanade 
Road and the China Bazaar Street which are-nob watered, are already wom out by 
the excessive traffîc, whereas the NorthBeach Road where the traffîc is, if any thing, . 
heavier is in better condition, although it was - reformed more than a year préviens * 
to the other two roads. . 

The example given in the report of the Sanitary and Engineering , Department, ^ 
shows that the liablity System is not too costly, considering the advantages seoured by 
it. It must beconfessed, however, that there is great difficulty in keeping contractors 
up to their engagements when any unforeseen circumstance occurs affecting their 
roads injuriously. A- re-classification of the roads is required as pointed out la 
the Engineer*s report.

The Mount Boad from the Body Guard Boad to Neil's Statue was watered twico 
fr day ; for the watering of the North Beach Boad, Popham's Broadway and a portion 
of General Hospital Boad, a moiety of the cost was contributed by résidents. About 
three miles of road was watered. Deducting the sum recovered from private persons, 
the amount speut under this head was Rupees 2,736-5-2, of which Bupees &62-15-.1 
was for new carts and repairs to . carts. 

Owing to-tlie feilure of the Monsoon rarns in lS75-76,..the level of the Bed Hills 

tank had snnk so low in August that it became necessary 
to mise the water by pumping. The cost of this work was 
undertaken by Government and carriedout under the supervision of the Gênera 
Superintendent of tjie Gov-ernment Work Shops. The analysis given in the Engi- 
neer's B^port, App^^^^îi^: III, show howbad the water was in quality. 'Neverthelesa 
it wg,s generally prçferred for domestic purposes to .the brackish water obtaia- 
àble f rom the wells. Eleven stand pipes and ôistems were erected in différent 
parts of the Town ; the 21 iuch main was camed over the General Hospital 
Bridge, and a 4 inch branch pipe was extended up the Egmore High Boad a 
distance, of .243 feet. The piping throughout Madras and ail valves and hydrant.*^ 
were maint^ined.in good order. No bursts or leaks occurred.

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In the five months ending wîth August, the quantity of water received in the 
Town from the pipes was 5,077,236 cubic yards ; intheseven months durincr which 
pumping was carried on, the quantity was only 1,229,435 cubic. yards. During the 
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latter period, wells were largely resorted to, and no effeot was spared to put them in 
as good condition as possible. With the personal assistance of several of the Commis- 
sioners 367 public and 105 private wells were cleaned and repaired, and 22 new 
ones were sunk. 

Notwithstanding the soarcity and bad quality of the pipe-water, 39 houses were 
oonnected with the mains on the application and at the expense of the owners. 

The work done under this head is shown in the Engineering and Sanitary 

Report given in Appendix III. Pending the settlement o^ 
the point at issue between the Commissioners and the Go- 
vernment, of which mention was made in last year's report, it was not possible for the 
Municipality to take any decided course in the matter of drainage works. 

FuU particulars are given in the report of the Engineering and Sanitary De- 

partments. The bumers in use are of the smallest size and 
give a very poor light. On the other hand, the cost of light- 
ing was small, being only 12^ annas per lamp per Lunar month ; the contractormore- 
over was responsible for breakages, and for keeping the lantems in repair. 



THE FAMINE. 

The Bcarcîty which had long been feit, began to assume a severe character ia 
October, Tho priée of rice had been steadily rising and by this time stood at from 
4^ measures to 6 measures the Rupee^ according to qualitj. The poorest classes 
were alreadj in distross for want of sufficient f ood. Large numbers of agricultural 
laborers accompanied by their familles began to flock into the Town from the sur- 
rounding districts in searoh of food and employment. Rumeurs prevailed that the 
bazaars were to be looted. On the 15th and 20 th of the month the Police interfered 
and dispersed threatening mobs in the principal grain bazaar. About this time se- 
veral charitable persons (the names of some of whom are given in the margin) com- 

menced a daily distribution of

food to large numbers of starviug 
people. It is beheved that upwards 
of 12,Ô0Ô people were fed daily at 
thèse relief houses, to which must 
be added an unknown but very large 
number fed by other benevolent per-^ 
sons who conducted their charitie^ 
on a smaller scale. There can be 
no doubt that many lives were saved 
and a vast amount of suffering wa^ 
alleviated by thèse means» but at 
the same time it must be admitted 
that thèse charities and the exa<;- 
gerated rumours of themt which 
quickly spread in the surrounding 
districts greatty stimulated the in- 
flux of destitute persons, and swell» 
ed beyond ail reasonable proportion 
the pauper élément ôf the popula- 
tion, which in Madras is excessive 
at the best of times, but had now 

been largely increased by the Famine. It is to be f eared that this accretioii of pau- 
perism will continue to make itself felt for a lang time. 

As the Monsoon rains usual at this period continued to hold off,. it became ap^ 
parent during November that Famine of a severe type was impending throughout 
Southern India. The importation of rice and other food grains now commenced in 
earnest. 

From an average of less than 10,000 tons for the nine months ending with 
September, the imports rose to 18,809 tans in October^ 39,6.73 tons in November^ 
56,138 tons in December, 75,969 tons in January, 69,057 tons in February, 48,398 
tons in March, The Beach from the North Groyne of the new Harbour Works as

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far'^as the Fort was covered with heaps of rioe bags* Thousands of coolies were 
engaged in transporting thèse into godowns and to tlie Goods* Station of the Madras 
Railway, and thousands of others mingled with the workers for the purpose of 
coUecting the scattered grains, and pilfering handfuls from the bags whenever op- 
portunity offered, The Beach north of the Fort, the topes and Parcherries to the 
north and west of the Town, the vacant grounds, out-houses and street-pials within 
the Town itself were occupied by houseless poor. In the mornings between seven 
and nine the main streets were crowded to excess with thèse people, so that it was 
difficult for vehicles to make their way. It was clear to persons acquainted with 
the appearance of the streets in ordinary times that the population had been largely 
increased, though it was difficult to for m an estimate of the numbers who had corne to 
take up their abode within the Town. It is, however, no exaggeration to affirm that 
the population of Madras increased by not less than 50 per cent., or in the ratio of 
from 2 to 3 during the period commencing with Ootober 1876 and ending with 
January 1877. When it is considered that at least 200,000 utterly destitute persons 
must hâve corne into Madras in this period there îs no ground for surprise at the 
sudden and rapid increase of mortality which began to manifest itself in November 
and December. The wonder is rather that the deaths were not more numerous. 

On the 4th of December the Government issued the folio wing order : — 

FINANCIAL DEPAKTMENT. 

Proceedihgs ofthe Madras Government^ dated éth December 1876, No, 2183. 

The number of distressed persons now coming into Madras from the neigh- 
bouring districts having within the last few days become considérable, and there 
being among th^se many who, from âge and weakness are unable to avail themselves 
of the Public Works in progress, His Grâce the Governor in Council résolves to 
authorize the Commissioner of Police to arrange for opening places where cooked 
f ood can be daily provided for the suffering poor. 

2. A considérable relief in this form is ordinarily given at the Monegar 
Choultry, where there is a complète organisation admitting of extension. His 
Grâce the Governor in Council does not doubt that the gentlemen who already give 
their services inaidofthis charity will be willing- to- assist the Commissioner of 
Police in establishing at the oost of Government and in the immédiate vicinity of tho 
Choultry a Dépôt where cooked f ood can be distributed to about 2,000 persons if 
necessary. 

3. The wants of Triplicane and its neighbourhood hâve been brought promi- 
nently to notice, and His Grâce the Governor in Council sanctions a similar Dépôt 
being opened in the promises known as Goolam Moortaza E^han's Garden« Hère 
arrangements should be made for feeding 2,500 persons daily if required. 

4. At what is known as the Lungar Khana,. food is distributed to limited 
numbers. Arrangements will be hère made which will allow of cooked food beiog 
distributed if necessary to 1^000 persons daily. 

5. His Grâce in Council has observed with much satisfaction the efforts made 
b y ail classes to relieve by private charity the existing distress among t heir f ello w

towxismen, conspiouous among thèse efforts are those of the Friend-in-Need Society 

and o£ the Native gentlemea marginally noted, and Ris 
Grâce the Govemor in Council résolves to grant to the 
Friend-in-Noed Society a monthly donation, oqual to the 
spécial collections for relieving the poor, and to request the 
gentlemen above mentioned to accept for distribution in 
food a monthly sum equal to the sum expended by them in feeding the poor, the 
only condition appended to thèse grants being that the money distributed for the 
Qovernment shall be applied to feeding those only who by âge and infirmity are 
incapable of laboring for their livelihood, and that the establishments where 
the poor are fed shall be open to the inspection of an officer deputed by the 

Government,

Prompt action was taken on this order by Colonel Drever, the Commissioner of 
Police. By the 9th of December 1,473 paupers were housed and fed at the Monegar 
Choultry Camp and 1,935 others were receiving one meal daily in that and other relief 
places. By the end of the month the numbers were 7,473 non-residents receiving 
one meal daily and 8,757 housed and fed. 

On the 13th of December an advanoe of Bupees 5,000 was placed at the dispo- 
sai of the Président of the Municipal Commission for Famine Relief and Works. A 
relief camp was opened at Sathangad, a village about six miles to the north of 
the Central Station on Cochrane*s Canali for the purpose of intercepting persons 
coming from the North. By the 21st accommodation had been provided for hutting 
and feeding 1,000 persons. Two small relief works were also commenced in the 
Town, giving employment to about 600 men and women. Contrary to expectation 
the relief ofEered at Sathangad was only availed of by a oomparatively small number 
of persons. The daily number fed in December averaged 526 and about 368 others 
were employed on labor. The proximity of the Town of Madras in which rehef was 
distributed on a libéral scale and where the destitute, had moreover the supple- 
mentary resources of begging from door to door, picking up rice on the beaoh and 
in the traek of the grain carts, and of pilf ering from the rice bags proved an attrac- 
tion too strong to be oounteraoted by the Relief Camps. Nothing short of actual 
physical restraint would hâve sufficed to detain the destitute wanderers more than a 
day or two.

^ut in addition to the relief âbove recorded, and greatly snrpassing it in extent, 
if^as the relief afforded to the hudigry crowds by the scatterings and pilferings from 
the grain bags on their way from the beats to the Railway wagons. Merchants 
obtaining sea^borne rice at'Bellary via Madras found that it was necessary to make 
an allowanœ for a loss ef sveight iii transitu oi as much as ten per cent. Com- 
plaints of the déprédations on the Beaoh were very nu mérous, and notwithstanding 
the exertions of the Police it was. found impossible to prevent them, It may be 
stated without f ear of exaggeration that at least 1 per cent, of the ^raîn landed from 
December to Maroh fonnd its way into the mouths of the houseless poor. Daring 
that period 239,562 tons were landed which gives a daily average of nearly 2,000 
tons, one per cent, of which is 20 tons or 44,860 Ibs. The crowds attracted to the 
Town in the first instance by the libéral distributions of food by private persons 
remained for the sake of whatthey could pick up on the£eacb, their numbers show* 
iog no signs of decrease, but rather the reverse. 

The state of the streets, &c., in which the famine immigrants li3cated themselves 
rendered it necessary to'inoroase the Conservunoy Force oï the Munitipality. This 
was done in January by the Acting Président, whose arrangements received the 
sanction of the Commissioners at their next General Meeting in Februaiy-,

SPECIAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT, 

TJnder the orders of Government a Spécial Health Department was organized in 
F^bruary. Sixteen junior médical oflBcers were stationed at différent parts of the 
Town and provided withfk suitable staff of servants and medîcines and appliances for 
màking a house-to-house Visitation. The Department was placed nnder Dr. Stan- 
brough and was in full working at the close of the year. An account of its opéra- 
tions can more conveniently find a place in next year's report.

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VITAL STATISTICS. 

Tables I to IX of Appendix VI relate to Births. 
' „ Xto XXXn „ „ to Deaths. 

The number of Births registered was 12,261, of which 11,855 were"Bom- 

^ alive," and 406 " Still-born." Thèse figures show an improve- 
ment over those of the preceding year 1875-76, in which the re- 
gistratioiîs were "Born-alive" 10,084; *' Still-born*' 389— together 10,473. Better 
results, however, were anticipated as the eflTorts made for bringing up the 
registration more nearly to the probable average, (viz. '-i^ = 1,177 amonth,) seemed 
to promise success, the monthly average for the six raonths, from July to December^ 
having risen to 1,130. This progress was unfortunately checked by the heavy morta- 
lity which comraenced in December. The time and attention of the Mortuary Conico- 
pillays were, of course, to a greater extent ocoupied in ooUecting the particulars of 
the largely increased number of deaths and, consequently, the registration of births 
again began to fall. ïwo additional Conicopillays were appointed about the middlc 
of January ; but as the deaths continued to increase, their appointment proved 
merely a prop to prevent further décline in the registration ôf births and failed to 
restore it to the more favorable position it had attained.

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VITAL STATISTICS. 

In connection witli the hîgli birtii-rate observable in Perambore, Meersaib- 
pettab, Poodoopet, Royapooram, Pursewalkam, St Thomé and Royapett, it should 
be mentioned tbat for several years the deatb-rate in thèse suburbs has been observed 
to be excessive. The want of drainage and other causes connccted with sanitation 
hâve generaily been assigned for the excess o£ mortality in thèse places with the 
exception of Perambore, in respect of which no satisfactory reason could be given. 
It seems pretty clear, however, now that the registered births also are in excess 
of the normal proportion, that the population • is larger than the number given 
in the Census Report of 1871, and consequently that the rates per mille of births 
and deaths given in the Municipal Returns are in excess of the true rates. 

In Table IX, the births are distributed among the weeks of the year from 

Saturday to Friday. The weekly average was nearly 236 
* ^ ' against 201 in 1875-76; the minimum 141 againstl34; and 

maximum, 347 against 265. 

It is perhaps scarcely necessary to premise that the branch of the Vital 

Statistics now about to be reviewed is weighted with inordi- 
nately heavy returns of mortality. The famine, with ils 
attendant diseases resulting from starvation, numbered its victims by thousands 
among the poorer classes of the population in spite of the most strenuous efforts put 
forth by the Government to avert the serions conséquences of so dire a calamity. 
The forebodings of October and November that a famine was imminent, conséquent 
on the failure of the rains, were but too speedily realized in December. Choiera 
and Small-pox soon appeared in its trail, while Fever, Dysentery, and Diarrhœa 
continued unabated. 

Before proceeding to review the Tables in Appendix "VI, it is necessary to 
préface the remark that, in ail the calculations, the population of 1871 has been taken. 
There was, an influx of paupers from the Mof ussil ; but, in the absence of any authori- 
tative and reliable estimate of the increased population, the substitution of figures 
suggested by mère conjecture or surmise for those oftheCensus of 1871, didnot 
appear justifiable. 

It must be admitted that the influx of starving people from the surround- 
ing districts has completely falsified the numbers given in the last Census 
Report. It is, however, impossible to frame an estimate with any claim to 
accuracy of wbat the increase is. Judging from the appearance of the streetsand 
the gênerai ovor-crowdedness of the poorer class of houses, it is thought that it can 
not hâve been less than 50 per cent, of the local population at the end of January< 

But this immigration must hâve been going on for several months before Janù- 
ary, though there are no means of ascertaining at what time it commenced. It had 
not attracted notice until October, but in so extensive an area as that covered by 
the Municipality, it probably did go on to some extent long before it attracted 
attention. Seeiugthat there is no possibility of obtaining really accuratedata 
for calculating the rates of mortality, it is thought advisable to retain the Cen- 
sus figures as the basis of the calculations leaving them to be corrected hereafter if 
need be, when any satisfactory estimate of the increase to be made in them shall 
hâve been adopted.

Without a single 

exception, the deatha in 1876-77 under eacb spécial disease wcre in excess of 

the averageaoftho provioua 15 years, Choiera alone Laving exceeded by 3,919 and 

Small-pox by 2,724.

Looking at tbe Abstract Table XVII, there appeara a clear line of démarcation 
between the firat eight and tbe last four montha of the year. A normal averag-e 
was maintained during the former ; but from December, the month in whicb tbe 
Famine completely invested the city, the mortality rapidly rose from 1,193 in November 
to 2,071 in December, 3,743 in January, 4,401 in February and 5,024 in March ; the 
monthly averages of tbe two perioda of the year being 1,220 and 3,810 severally.

It will be seen from the accompanying Diagram tliat Small Fox, which was on 

the decrease in November increased slawly dùring the f oUowing two months and 

with tbe most alarming rapidity in February and March. Choiera rose steadily 

nntil the end of August, when it began to décline so rapidly that hopes werç enter* 

tained that it would disappear entirely. Thèse hopes, however, were doomed to 

disappointment. In November it again commenced an upward course, which was 

' continued with great rapidity up to the end of January when there was a sudden 

fall which continued until the close of the vear;

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Happily, it very seldom becomes the duty of the chronicler of Vital Statistics to 
présent to view a Diagram indicating, in such marked outlines, the decimating charac- 
ter which thèse two diseases assumed. Choiera culminated in January with a maxi- 
mum of 1,635 deaths, and Small Pox inMarch with 1,738, 

The set of six Tables XVIII to XXLII that foUow, show in what Divisions 

and Districts, or rather villages, the deaths occurred. The 
6th Division maintained its position as first in the order of 
salubrity, as it had done in the préviens year. As compared with 1875-76i the 
foUowing statement shows that every Division suffered from the unhealthfulness

The Ist Division appears very prominently the unhealthiest, but it is account* 
ed for by the fact that three Relief Camps were located in it, rfa., the Monegar Choul- 
try, Tondîarpett and Manally Relief Camps. So also in the 2iid and 4th Divisions 
in which the Sait Cotaur and Perambore Camps were severally located ; the deaths 
of the former are included in the 3,662 of Peddoo Naick^s Pettali, and of the latter 
in the 566 of Perambore.

In the eight months of scarcity whîch preceded the famine, there was an increase 
over and above the ten years average of 998'7 deaths» and in the four famine months 
the increase was 10,698» the total increase due to scarcity and famine being 1 1,696* 
The death rate rose from an average of 33*0 to 36*8 in the months of scarcity» and 
from 34*2 to 114*9 in the months of famine. For the whole year the rise in the 
death rate was from an average of 33*4 to 62*8.

I hâve the honor to report that, agreeably to the inatructioas ooatained ia the 
Prooeediogs of Q-overameot, No. 1825, of the 3rd Jiilj 1877, I hare audited the 
accounts of the Muaioipality for the year 1870-77. 

2. I piirsued the aame course of examination as reported last year in my letter,* 

dated 4th NoYember 1876, and found ail 
• p«.gr»ph2. inorder. 

3. I then veriâed the entries in the anaual statement eaolosed, whioh tally vith 
those in the Municipal balance sheet. 

4. The above statetneat and those marked B and C acoompaoying exhibit the 
opérations of the year contrasted with those of that immediately preoedmg. 

5. The receipts of the year amounted to Bapees 6,49,772* 10-8, and the disburse- 
ments to Bupees 6,51,332.3-1. 

6. The year opened with a oaah balance of Rupees 4,883-2-1 ; thus there was 
a balance of Rupees 3,323-9-8 at the crédit of the Hunicipality on the Slst March 
1877, which, after adding the amoant of chèques issued (seven) but not oashed by tbe 
Bank on that date, Rupees l,640-14-0 agrées with the balance shown in the Bank's 
Pass Bock, Rupees 4,964-7-8. 

7. The foUowing comparison betweea the aotuals for 1875-76 shown in the 
statement of receipts and disbarsements from Ist April 1875 to 31st Maroh 1876 
and that accompanying shows :— 

That the total reoeipts for the year, less items aggregating Rupees 78,811-10-10 
not inoluded in the esbimate, amounted to Rupees 5,70,950-15-10, the amount 
estimated to Rupees 5,34,000, showing an increase in the former over the latter of 
Rupees 36,960-15-10 ; as compared with the actuals of last year there is an increase 
of Bupees 9,613-14-10. 

8. The disbursements amounted to Bupaes 6,51,332-3-1, and are in ezcess of 
the estimate by Bupees 71,832-3-1 and more than the actuals of last yearb; 
Bupees 15,974-15-6. 

9. A référence to Statements B and accompanying wiU show what heads 
of account are affected by the différences abore poiuted out. 

10. In conclusion I beg to tender my thankg to Mr. Ramasawmy Chettiarani 
Mr. Axelby for the ready ^sistance they afforded me during my audit.

The duty of reporting upon the Administration during the officiai year 1876-77, 
which ended on the 31st of March last, of the Assessment as well as the Collection 
Departments of this office, having devolved npon me by reason of the retirement of 
the late Collector on that date, and of the amalgamation of those departments since 
then under my control, I do myself the honor of performing that duty, 

m 

2. There is hardly anything of a gênerai nature with which this report can be 
premised, except that, for several months before the amalgamation, the Assessment 
Department had the entire working of the Profession and Liquor Taxes, the Collec- 
tor being relieved of it altogether for an improved System of Collection under me. 

3. I will advert to the Taxes in the order in which they are treated of in the 
Act constituting this office. 

4. Ist, Tax on Carnages on Springs and Animais under Sections 36 to 43 o/ 
the Act. 

This Tax is leviable for the half years ending the 30th of April and 31st 
of October respectively, as soon as a vehicle or animal has been kept for sixty days in 
the half year. The gross demand for the two half years ending respectively on the 
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ASSBSSMBNT AND COLLECTION OF TAXES. 

Subjeot to réduction by about 1,500 Rupees for over assessments and remissions of 

ail kinds.

This resuit is not, perhaps, "vihat could be desired or wished; and may be said 
to be owingy in some measure, to the f amished condition of the Town and espeoially 
to the prevailing want of barmony on the part of Taz-payers, and their generallj 
evasive cbaracter ; yet, working, as tbe department did, witb seven Gonicopillajs 
headed by an Inspectori under tbe improved System organized by you, (whereby 
a departmental measure under Section 238 of tbe A et, preparatory to tbe adoption 
of Magisterial proceedings, was instituted, witb tbe two-fold object of alleTiatiiig 
annoyance and inconyenience to tbe public, and, at tbe sametime, gaining our end in 
a more summary manner, and whicb measure afforded better means of scrutiny than 
tbe subordinate détective agency was capable of ezercising,) tbe collection compares 
favorably witb tbe average of tbe corresponding opérations of tbe 3 previous years 
as bereunder shown.

6. Tbe demand above stated consîsted of 7,480 cases of Assessment ; in no 
tban 1,576 of sucb cases, tbe parties, baving failed to beed to several wamingsgiven 
tbem to make tbeir retums and take out Licenses, were summoned under Section 
238 of tbe Aot ; and in 180 of tbis number, Magisterial proceedings instita- 
ted, tbe resuit being tbat 147 of tbe parties so prosecuted entered into compromise 
witb us by payment of tbeir respective Taxes before bearing, and tbe remaining were 
tried and convicted and sentenoed to pay, in addition to tbe taxes referred to in the 
last preceding para, penalties amounting in tbe aggregate to Rs. 44, ail of whicb 
bave been realized and form part of tbe revenue sbewn under tbe bead of Police fines 
and stoppages.

8. It ocours to me that, were it not for the levy of Tolls, oar proceedings for 
realization of this Tax would be attended with a much larger share of coercive mea- 
sures. As it is, our work is ahnost redoubled and involves a deal of enquiry not only 
by reason of parties omitting to make any returns at ail for evading the Tax, but 
aiso in conséquence of returns being made of less number and of inferior class of 
caiTiages and animais than tbose kept, with a fraudulent motive. 

9. 27idly. Fées for Begistration of Carts and other Vehicles mthout springs 
nnder Sections 45 to 47 of the Act. 

Thèse fées are payable for the half years ending the 30th of June and 3}st of 
December, as soon as a cart has been kept for 15 days in the half year. They are 
worked by a couple of Hurkarahs, upon whose énergies and integrity in detecting, 
seizing and bringing to book unregistered vehicles, dépends almost entirely our success 
in collection, since their ownership, possession and station ara unfixed. Hence no 
demand of a reliable nature coald be formed.

There is scarcely any departmental process to report in connection wîth this 
part of the Municipal Revenue, beyond the f act that the ToUs were farmed out as 
usual, oin receiptof tenders^ for Bs. 40,100, the highest sum oJEfered for the year and 
that, in accordance withthe arrangement for the payment thereof by ] 2 montUy 
inatalments in.^rrear, Il ci fiuch instaliuents^ amounting in tbe aggregate to Bupees 
38,591-10-8 were i*ealized, which, with the last installent for the previous yearfall- 
ing due in the firat nw>nth of the year under report, viz.^ Rs, 4,341-10-8, formed tbe 
total recovery of Es.

A f urther set off of Rupees 9,000 or thereabouts is not improbable for bad and 
irrecoyerable dues. Thèse two sums constitute an allowance of between 20 and 2ô 
per cent of the assessed demand, for réductions, remissions, bad debts and other 
causes, thus reducing the realizable demand to about Rupees 80,000 in confirmation 
of your conviction as expressed in your Report for 1874-75, 

There was one appeal to the Magistrates under Section 83 of the Act, which was 
dismissed, the appellant being adjudged to pay the costs of our Attomey and 
Counsel. 

17. On account of the current demand, a sum of Rupees 5,824-1 1-6 was realized 
during the latter part of 1875-76, and Rupees 69,847-8-0 during the year under report, 
making an aggregate of Rupees 75,672-3-6, which contrasts favourably with the cor- 
responding opérations of the three prier years as appears below :-^

It will be observai that the anticipations with regard to arrears, which were 
ostimated at Rupees 29,000, bave been more than realized ; for, not only bas such 
estimate been exceeded by upwards of Rupees 5,000 in the actuals, but also tbere 
were f urther realizable outstandings at the end of the year under report, included in 
the ourrent year's Budget. 

The recovery of such arrears involved much trouble from their âge and the innu- 
merable appeals (other than those mentioned in para, 16 of this report) preferred at 
any time and at any stage of proceedings, of which a comparatively smaU propor- 
tion remained undisposed of at the end of the year. To avoid hardsbip to tax- 
payers, the arrears prier to 1873 hâve been generally written off. 

The gross collection is the larges t sum got in any year, besides being far in 
excess of the realizations of the 3 precedlng years and of their average as will appear 
from the comparative statement given below :— -

19. In the realization of the current demand and in conséquence of failure on 
the part of Tax-payers to pay their liabilities within seven days after présentation of 
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11 



bill or demand, reccurse was had to Magisterial prcceedÎDgs under Section 62 of the 
Act in no less than 3,333 cases, in 10 of which convictions were obtained, involving 
penalties, (exclusive of tax) amounting to Rupees 19-8-0 ; 3,167 were withdrawn by 
arrangement out of the Court and from other causes ; 1 case was dismissed, and the 
remaining 155 stood over for want of appearance of the défendants. To ail parties 
against whom Magisterial proceedings were instituted, that indulgence which is 
sanctioned by the Act for payment of the 2nd half year's instalment at a future tîme 
and which, they had a right to enjoy, had they met the demand in due course 
was generally disallowed for a compromise out of Court, and such disallowance has 
tended to a wholesome efFect upon collection. 

20. For the recovery of the 2nd half year's iustalments, as in the case of the 
arrears, we hâve had to exercise the summary procédure provided by Sections 88 to 93. 

21. We had to take advantage of the provisions of the 95th Section of the Act 
by suing the British India Steam Navigation Company in our High Court for the 
arrears of tax due from them from 1871 inclusive, and the payment whereof their 
Madras Agents, Messrs. Binny and Co., strenuously opposed upon varions grounds. 
ïhe resuit was a judgment for the Municipality, which, upon appeal by the Company 
to our High Court in its appellate jurisdiction, was confirmed ; an appeal to Her 
Majesty was in contemplation, but the success of it remains to be seen. 

22. bthly. — Tax on places used for retail sale of Spirituous and Intoxicating 
Liqicors under Sections 58 to 62 ofthe Act. 

This tax is also payable for the Calendar year in respect of [every place that 
has been so as aforesaid used for two months. 

23. For the year 1876, 504 places, were assessed to this tax, whereof a divisional 
classified list, exhibiting the population of each division according to the last Census 
and the ratio they bear to each in each division is given below*

but, omng to the generally evasive charaoter of the persons licensed to sell liquors, 
more than once brought to your notice, its recovery has been always slow and 
troublesome. Henoe, we are not without heayy arrears at the end of each year 
though, in the year under report, we hâve been more f ortunate in that respect than 
in previous years.

27, In no less than four-fifths of the number of assessments, composing the 
carrent demand, I was obliged to hâve recourse to Magisterial proceedings, which, 
with ail the trouble, delay and expense attendant thereon, seem to be the onlj 
means of realizations, short of the measure formerly proposed by me, of employing 
the agenoy of the Deputy CoUector of Madras for that purpose. The folio wing table 
contains the divisional arrangement of cases, shewing likewise the proportion of the

Of thèse, 365 cases were compromised, 7 defaulters triod and convicted and 
seatenced to pay fines, exclusive of Taz, to the amount of Bs. 30, and the remaining 
30 cases stood over for want of appearance of parties. 

The collection of arrears involved the prosecution before the Magistrales of 26 
cases, which had stood over f rom time to time, and in the disposai whereof fines aggre- 
gating Bs. 12, in addition to the Taxes, were levied. 

28. Two of the defaulters, who had evaded payment of this Tax for a séries of 
years, and succeeded iu placing themselves beyond the reach of ail coercive process, 
by conducting their business through the agenoy of others, owed us between them as 
much as Bupees 638 ; after immense labour on the part of our subordinate agencjand 
the Police, they were apprehended, convicted and fined Bupees 650 to cover ail de- 
mands; and, on def ault being made in payment thereof , committed to Jail; as well be- 
fore as after their cominittal, they were in treaty with me for the graduai liquida- 
tion of the amount; and had it not been for their release from the penitentiary under 
an order of His Grâce the Governor in Council in the exercise of the prérogative 
conferred by the Criminal Procédure Code, the Municipality would probably not hâve 
lost the whole money they hâve.

29. 6thly. — Bâtes on Houses, Buildings and Lands under Sections 69 to 

82 of the Act. 

This tax, leviable for the Calendar year after the expiry of the first quarter, 
was budgeted for the year 1876 at Rs. 2,58,400, whilst the demand netted as 
appears below, Rs. 2,56,208-12-0, being 7^ per cent, on Rs. 34,16,078-8-0 repre- 
senting the assessed annual value of 31,562 rateable Holdings.

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The net Demand arrived at for tlie year doefl not Bhow bo great an improrement 
over the previous year as in the two years preceding it, as will be seen from the 
comparative statement hereunder ^ren: — 
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30. The number of appeals giren in the abore abstract Corms but a Bmall pro- 
portion o£ the correspondence passed daring the year. 

Of the 481 appeals (or 607 casea) admittdd and heard, 20 casée were agaiEst 
fresh assessments, 148 against increased assessments and the remaining 439 againit 
standing Bâtes. Iq 240 of thèse cases, the assessments appealed against were coq- 
firmed and in the residue réductions allowed, there having been 11 Sittingsfor 
their disposai. There has been no appeal to the Magistracy. 

I submit in the foUomng Table the nnmber of fresh and increased assessments, 
the extent to which they and standing assessments were appealed against, and ib 
number and resuit of such of them as were admitted and heard during the prerious 
three yeara qb compared with the last year.

34. 7thly. — ^This part of the Revenue consists of Rents assessed upon such parts 
of MunicipïJ lands, Roads and Streets as are oocupied by tradesmen and others. The

35. It bas been thought désirable in the interests of the Municipality to assess 
thèse places quarterly instead of half yearly as heretofore. Hence there would be 4 
instead of 2 sets of Bills in the year. 

36. There were 2,407 Notices of Demand and 690 Warrants issued in respect of 
thèse Rents. Of the latter, 374 were enforced, of which 367 were adjusted before 
sale, and the distress in the remaining 7 cases was realized by sale effected at an 
auction held on the 12th March 1877, and resulting in net proceeds of Rs. 8-8-1. 

37. And lastly — Miscellanea. Thèse receipts are shewn by the Account Current 
and would speak for themselves. I would not trouble you with their détails since the 
Engineer's report will, doubtless, dwell upon them atlar^e, beyond drawing a compa- 
rison between the sum collected for Notice of Demand and Warrant fées during the 
year under report, viz., Rs. 5,761 and those realized in the 3 years preceding]which 
are as foUow, viz., Rs. 3,030 in 1873-74, Rs. 5,696 in 1874-75 and Rs. 6,184 in 
1875-76, averaging Rs. 4,970 per year. 

38. In conclusion. I beg to observe that, of ail Municipal Taxes, the one imposed 
on Arts, Trades, Professions and Callings, affecting, as it directly does, but a small 
proportion of the population of the Town, bas been the least popular and the most 
difficult to colleot. The Visitation and continuance of Famine of a virulent type, and 
the conséquent dépression of gênerai trade, f rom the efEects of which the country has 
been suffering for several months past, whilst, in some measure, paralysing our efforts 
for collection, hâve tended to encourage the idea, even in those who seemed at first 
opposed to the measure, that the substitution of Town Puties on f ood grains and such 
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like articles, with the expérience Bombay and the Nortli-Western Provinces hâve had 
of their satisfactory working, wouli be preferred, inasmuoh as it would spread the 
incidence of the Tax over the whole population in a manner least fait, and, theref ore 
the least oppressive (such duties being but a flea-bite, compared with the extraordi- 
narily fabulons priées of provisions to which the privilèges of free trade, combined 
with the heavy charges and loss of ail kinds incurred in shipping, landing, storing 
and carriage hâve from time to time subjected them) and while materially improving 
the Municipal resources, might be the means of some relief to those who feel the 
burden of the House Tax at its maximum rate. The introduction of the Income Tax 
in contemplation for impérial purposes will probably put the Profession Tax in worse 
odour. 

39. The transfer of the en tire working of the Profession Tax and of the 
supervision of the Wheel Tax to the Assessment Department, added immensely to 
its ordinary duties, in the energetic performance of which the Head Clerk took 
material part, without rémunération, and the whole Department, working at extra 
hours, strained every nerve towards a successful resuit. 

40. A Oonioopillay of the House and Land Rates and another of the Profes- 
sion Tax Branch were proseouted before the Magistrates for Oriminal Breach of 
Trust and Misappropriation of moneys come to their hands on behalf of the Muni- 
cipality, and, on conviction, sentenced the former to 6 months' imprisonment, and to 
2 months' f urther imprisonment in default of payment of a fine of 50 Rupees, and 
the latter to 3 months* imprisonment and to 3 months' f urther imprisonment in 
default of payment of a fine of Rupees 200. 

41 . I trust that the Municipal law now under révision by the Local Législature, 
will be 80 improved as to render the machinery for its working more perf ect and 
practioal than it at présent is.

It is thought that thé establishment thus allotted is fully safficient for the 
despatch of the business whioh cornes within the province of this Department. It has 
been thought well to introduce a few new Systems in the mode of oarrying out the 
work, and thèse, it is believed, will tend to the greater effioiency of the Department,

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The amalgamation though originally intended to be introduced from the com- 
mencement of the year 1877-78 was in fact brought înto opération before the close 
of the year under review. It consisted merely in dividing the Municipality into 
twenty wards and placing an Overseer in charge of each ward for both Sanitary and 
Engineering works. The entertainment of the extra Overseers was sanctioned by 
the Commissioners in their Prooeedings of the 28th of February. 

The establishments on aocount of Water Works, Pire Engines, Lighting and the 
Mortuary Establishment remain as they were formerly, directly under the Executive 
Engineer, the G-eneral Market Establishment is under the Assistant Engineer of the 
North Range, and the Establishment of the Sewage Farm3 and Rubbish Dépôts are 
under the Overseers of the Wards in which they are situated. 

The Overseers hâve been graded as folio ws : — 

Ist Grade. Five Overseers. Highest pay of Grade Rs. 50 

2nd ,, do do 40

In order to avoid réduction of deserving Overseers, one Overseer in the first 
and one in second grade receive an extra allowance of five Rupees a month in 
excess of the pay of their grade.

The aggregate mileage of roads within the Municipal limits is 271 miles, but 
only 176 are metalled roads. Their maintenance, including repairs and reforma 
for the last year having been 1,04,116 Rs. (this includes repairing foot path in 
South Beach and the up-keep of the Band-stand) the cost has been about Rs. 671 
per mile, as against Rupees 348 per mile last year, but 44J^ miles hâve been reform- 
ed as against 19^ for 1875-76. 

The road work was given on contraot for two years at the commencement of 
1876-77, the lowest tenders having been accepted* The rates are on the whole more 
favorable than those accepted in the préviens biennial oontract whioh expired the 
end of the year 1875-76. 

The junction between river side Road West and Foonamallee Road has been 
closed by the opérations of the South Indian Railway, and they hâve f ormed a new 
Road joining near Law*s Bridge in place of this. 

As the up-keep of the Band-stands is charged to the heading ^' Maintenance of 
Roads," they may be mentioned hère. 

The northern-most stand has been maintained in good order, and a second Band- 
stand has been f ormed opposite the MarineVillai which has been a great improvement, 

The cost of the maintenance of thèse places has been Rupees 290-15-1»

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From thé records of tliis office has been produced a Diagram Bhowing the 
repairs of some of the roads from 1860 down to the présent time. 

Ref erring to this Diagram under first olaas roads, it will be seen that the North 
Beach Eoad was reformed in the beginning of 1861 with 3 inches of métal, that 
the Contracter remained liable for its maintenance for 1^ years, the period during 
which a first class road reformed with that thickness of métal is calculated to last 
in good order, and after the expiration of which its reform is generally considered 
to be necessary. Although the " period of liability" terminated in the middle of 
1862, the road was not reformed until about the end of the first Quarter of 1863, 
when it was coated with six inches of métal, calculated to last in good order for 
2^ years or until the last Quarter of 1865. The road, however, was not reformed 
until about the end of 1866, when it received a metalling of four inches calculated to 
last one year and ten months, or up to about the end of 1868. It was next reformed 
about the end of the first Quarter of 1870 with three inches, calculated to last one 
year and six months or up to the end of third Quarter of 1871, but was not reformed 
again until the middle of 1872, when it was again metalled with three inches which 
should hâve carried it on to the end of 1873. It was not however reformed again 
until the end of the first Quarter of 1876. 

It is thus seen that the North Beach Boad sînce the first reform in 1861 up to 
the présent time has been reformed six times, and that there were intervais preceding 
its last five reforms of 9 months, 1 year and 3 months, 1 year and 3 months, 9 months, 
and 1 year and 3 months respectively or 5 J years in the aggregate, during which the 
road was not under liability and must hâve been more or less in a state of dis- 
repair, 

Again, take for example Govindappa Naik Street, a second class road. It was 
reformed five times in the period of 16 years ending with 1875, and for about 4^ 
years ont of that period it was not under liability, It should hâve been reformed 
seven times according to the requirements of the liability System. This shows 
roughly that the actual expenditure was to the required expenditure as five to seven. 

The same partioulars can be seen of the several other roads shown in the 
Diagram. 

It is clearly shown that if the liability System were worked up to, roads generally 
would require more fréquent reforms, and a proportionately larger grant for their 
maintenance than they actually obtain in practice. As shown above, the North 
Beach Road was reformed six times in a period of 17^ years, and was not under 
liability for bj; years out of that period. The average thickness of the six reforms 
was 3| inches which, according to the liability table for first class roads wolud last 
for about 1 year and 9 months. 

To oover the whole non-liability period, three extra reforms were required in 
the period of 17^ years, so that instead of six reforms there should hâve been nine. 
Taking the liability System as a correct estimate of the requirements of a fixst class 
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road, the actual expenditure on the North Beach Road may be said to bear to tlie 
required expenditure the ratio of 6 to 9. 

The cost of the liability System may be shown by the foUowing example. The 
estimated cost of a square of road surface reformed with latérite, gravel and clay 
4 inches thiok is as foUows in the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th Divisions.

The Contractor's rate whioh includes the liability for maintaining it in good 
order, for if a Ist class road 1 year and 10 months, if a 2nd class road 2 years and 
6 months, if a 3rd class road 3 years and 4 months, if a 4th class road 4 years is 
only two Rupees per square. Last year in the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th Divisions 
14,631^ squares were done by Gontractors at a cost of Rupees 29,263 as against 
Rupees 27,662 whiçh would hâve been the cost departmentally according to the 
estimate, leaving a différence of Rupees 1,601, which represents the allôwance foF 
maintenance during the season of liability of 17 miles, 2 f urlongs and 173 yards 
which was the length of road actually reformed. 

Although as regards liability, expérience has decided that a latérite road willin 
gênerai last as long as a granité road, it is thought that when there is a prépondér- 
ance of heavy cart traffic the granité road îs the more durable: The old System of 
having granité metalling on the sides for cart traffic, seems to prove that granité 
metalling has always been considered the best for that kind of traffic.

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5. Water Snpply. 

The annexed diagram shews the amount of Rain-fall and the level of the Bed 
Hills Lake during each month of the year. 

In conséquence of the low level of the water, pumping was oommenced in 
August. The water was raised by two Engines, each working a centrifugal pump, 
and discharged through No. 3 pipe into the Municipal channel. The work was 
carried out by the D. P. W., under the orders of Government.

The channel leading from the deep part of the lake to the pump was deepened 
four times by the Municipality, but as the water thus obtained was f ound to be of a 
very inferior quality, a new channel direct to the Municipal valves was proposed and 
submitted for sanction to Government, Government did not, however, approve of the 
plan, and a second plan was furnished shewing a parallel channel to the présent one; 

It having become neoessary to shif t the Engines and Pump s from their original 
position, the supply of water to Madras was eut ofE during the 25th, 26th and 27th 
of January, advantage being taken to clean the delivery channel of weeds, &c. 

Since the month of August, and during the continuance of pumping, the supply 
to Madras has been intermittent. As the quantity sent down, the chaUnel was not 
sufficient to supply the town during 24 hours, the time of supply was reduced to 

3a 
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6 bours daily viz., 6 to 9 momîng and 3 to ôevening, the water being stored in the 
channel meantime to give a greater head and allow of the water reaohing the higher 
fonntains, &c., in the town. 

During the year the water has been shut off f rom Madras five times, in addition 
to thehours mentionedabove,forthepurpo3eof weedingthe channel. The number of 
hours each time was 36. During this period a portion of Black Town was supplied 
f rom the stored water in the Trevelyan Réservoir. 

In the delivery channel during the year there were two leaks, one at the culvert 
at No. 2 mile and one at No. 2 under bridge. The channel banks on 5th and 6th miles 
slightly settled causing cracks. Thèse were caref uUy watched and repaired ; the 
whole channel was kept as far as possible in order, including ail valves, flood 
gâtes, &c., &c. 

The Walkmen*s cottages on the delivery channel, except No, 3, were f ound to be 
in a dangerous state, and they had to be repaired. At No. 1 cottage, the north and 
east walls cracked, and in conséquence the roof of this cottage had to be protected 
by five buttresses, During their érection, it was found that insuflBcient foundation 
had been allowed for the cottage, 

No. 2 cottage was very bad, and the upper-rooms had to be removed and the 
lower rooms put in thorough repair. No. 4 cottage had also to be thoroughly 
repaired. The cottages except No. 1 are uow in fair order. 

The old thatched shed near the Masonry shaft has crumbled away and a more 
Bubstantial one is being substituted with brick walls and tiled roof. 

The piping throughout Madras has been maintained in good order throughout 
the year, and no bursts or leaks hâve occurred. AU valves and hydrants are in 
good working order and are tested once a week. 

The extension of the System of pipes has been insignificant this past year. 
The 21 inch main was connected over the General Hospital bridge (length 156 feet) 
and a 4 inch branoh pipe eztended up the Egmore high road, a distance of 243 feet. 

In addition to thèse a 2 inch branoh of stone«ware pipes was laid f rom the 
cistem fountain in Farren's road to the tank in Stephenson's road, a distance 
of 1,800 feet.

It will be seen from tbe above table tbat the water which in 1875 was bad 
had become much worse in 1877. This détérioration is doubtless dne to the low 
level of the water in the Bed Hills Tank. It was pointed ont in the last adminis« 
tration report that the qnality of the water received in Madras improved or deterio- 
rated as that level rose or fell. 

Foreseeing the possibility of a total f allure of the Bed Hills supply, attention was 
directed in the early part of the year to the state of the public wells and 
tanks. Beports were received in August of the condition of 293 wells. 
Those containing good water and which appeared to be most urgently required 
were repaired and cleaned. In February» the Qovernment recognizing the impe- 
rative necessity for the repair and cleansing of ail good water wells whether 
public or private (provided the latter were made available for public use) and for 
sinking new wells wherever necessary, authorized an advance of Bs. 10,000 
to the Municipality for the above purpose. As at this time the conservancy 
of the town was taxing to the utmost the énergies of the Municipal Executive 
Officers, the following gentlemen undertook to supervise the repairs and cleans- 
ing of wells within the Divisions in which they resided.

Drainage. 

The Main Drain was cleared of silt along its whole length at a cost of Bupees 
2,305-15-7. The remainder qf the e:çpendit\;re i^nder tbis head was for cleaning it 
inl875r76, 

The allotment in the Budget for the maintenance and repair of the Bovew pile 
drain ^as Rs. 1,500, An attempt was made to put this drain in working order. 
The old piles which were displaced were taken out and screwed in again perpendicu- 
lar, and three lengths of the old 12 inch pipe were taken up and five leng^hs of 
nine inch pipe were fixed in lieu thereoi at a proper level. By this means the 
pipes were extended to just within the waters edge at low water. On attempting 
to work the engine, it was found that the boiler was not capable of keeping up suffi-» 
pient pressure of steam, to work it properly. Moreover the (lischarge of sewage 
into the sea being effected above water, a bad smell was caused.

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Most of the Street drains urgently require repair. The brick seems originally 
to hâve been of an inferior class, and the action of the sewage and also their proxi- 
mity to the sea hâve greatly acceded to their détérioration. Most of thèse require 
plastering both for the purpose of giving them a smooth surface to which sewage 
cannot adhère and also of preventing further chemioal action upon them. 

Some new form of drain requires to be adopted for any future street drains. 

Glazed tîles would undoubtedly be a move in the right direction for the învert 
at the bottom, and with cernent and plaster on the sides the flow would be very 
greatly increased. 

III. CONSERVANCY. 

The Municipality spend more than one-fourth of their income on Conservancy. 
The establishment is large but no more than is required by the work, which must cer- 
tainly be double or even treble that required for keeping clean any English or Con- 
tinental Town of a similar population, and yet Madras is not clean. 

The want of a water carriage System for taking off the fcecal and other solid 
refuse matter of the population naturally points to a larger establishment being re- 
quired than where such System exists. 

In Calcutta and Bombay where Systems of water carriage do exist, the f oUowing 
Bums are expended under the heading of Conservancy. As shewn in the annexed table

So that Madras expended in 1874-75 on Conservancy in proportion to her 
income twice as much as Bombay and five times as much as Calcutta. In 1875*76 
Madras expended 50 per cent, of its income on this head. 

Notwithstanding ail the efforts made agaînst the practice of depositing night 
Boil in dust bins, it still obtains to a considérable extent, as also the practice 
of throwing dust and rubbish into the streets. 

In some cities which hâve not a water carriage System, what is called the pail 
System was adopted; something like this wasdone in Madras in 1874-75, by finding 
separate carts for the conveyance of night soil ; In the better parts of the city this 
plan might perhaps be worked with advantage. The System is that each house is 
provided (most people would be glad to provide themselves with them) with two 
or more iron or wooden pails in which ail excréta and night soil are placed ready 
for the specially oonstructed Carts to convey them away at stated times. Thèse 
pails are oonstructed so as to be almost air tight and never become a nuisance.

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ENGINEERING AND SANITARY. 

In the poorer parts of the oity this plan would certainly nofc answer, as proba- 
bly the inhabitants could or would not afford the expense, but a plan, which would 
answer if it could be adopted, would be to hâve Municipal Scavengers for a 
certain number of houses under proper régulation, and the night soil would be 
removed by men at certain stated times, and carts could then be specîally allotted 
for this duty. Fées for this work should of course be exacted from the people.

The additions were due to the large influx of country people driven in by the 
Famine. Many extra carts, &c., were employed in Relief Camps and with the Health 
Inspectors, &o., besides those required for extra Municipal work.

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Owîng to the Famine the rates originally agreed on wîth the BuUock Con tractor 
were increased by Rupees 2-8-0 for eaoli pair of buUocks from November 1876 to 
March 1877. The total cost of this increase was Rupees 3,918-0-0. The Ballock 
Contracter asks a further increase, but this has still to be decided by the Commis - 
sioners. 

2.— Carts. 

The Carts wore in a very bad state, and it was only by incessant complaints 
and warnings to the Contracter that they hâve been kept in a state at ail fit for use. 

There is power under the agreement to stop any Cart from working, and to 
supply another in its place, if the Contracter fails to do so, but this clause of the 
agreement has been found most difficult to work, as there were no reserves of Carts 
for this purpose in the hands of the Commissioners. 

It is the opinion of the Executive Engineer, that the Municipality are placed 
at a disadvantage by the Carts belonging to a Contracter, and that were the Carts 
the property of the Commissioners, they would net be in the wretched state they at 
présent are, and sewage would not fall from them over the street as it at présent 
does. 

Improvements on the Carts are much needed and will be made as opportunity 
offers, 

3.— Cleanslng of Drains. 

The imperfect construction of the Drains and the small amount of water availa* 
ble for flushing them hâve, during the past year more than any other rendered au 
efficient cleansing difficult. 

Only one flushing pipe was fixed during the year in Peter's Road', Royapettah.. 

To some extent it may be said the main Drain is flushed by being made to bacfc 
up for 12 hours at the south end and then allowed to discharge, which it does at a 
good velocity. The north end of the main Drain is allowed to discharge at low tide 
during the night, but since it has been deoided that it is more deleterious to. open 
the south, end at night wheu people are asleep, it would be well if * the north end 
were open during the day also instead of at night. 

* 
The backing up of thèse Drains naturally causes them to deposit silt to a con- 
sidérable extent whîch is very little affected by the velocity of the af ter discharge. 

As long as every sort of filth is allowed to run into open Drains, they will never 
be in a sanitary condition. The Municipality requires the public to help them in this 
matter by seeing that such an amount of refuse and other solid; matter is 
otherwise disposed of. At présent, people put ail kinds of matter into the Drains for 
which they were never intended at serions cost to themselves, their naighbours and 
the gênerai publicv

What to do with or for Paroherries may be oonsidered one of the problems in 
the sanitation of Madras. They are usually a crowded collection of buts placed in 
such a manner that tbey can neither be well drained nor ventilated, in fact in some 
cases the Parcherry is so much below the level of the adjoining land» that it cannot 
be drained. The people who inhabit them are of the lowest class^ and to live in dirt 
seems to be their natural state of existence. 

Every endeayour is being made to improve their condition by drainage and by 
improving the ventilation by removing some of the buts and opening new streets 
throngli them. To ventilate some of thèse properly would mean removing half the 
Parcherry. They are the hot-beds of disease. 

To remove tbem totally and place them in other localities under régulation 
would benefit Madras immensely . One Parcherry was removed totally, viz. , the Lub- 
bay Parcherry, and the inhabitants were paid for their buts and sent to other Par- 
cherries properly lined in streets and with latrine accommodation. 

But this in aU cases cannot be acoomplîshed on account of the expense, and 
the people are so poor that the rent derivable from new buildings put up for them 
în other places would never gîve a fair retum for the outlay. The Municipality 
hâve évidence of this in Cox*s Model Parcherry. 

Many of thèse Parcherrîes are placed however on valuable building sites, and in 
this case it might pay to remove them as the rent derived from the huts must be 

8a 
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verj inconsiderable. It is not only in Madras that thejhave been found a nuisaïice. 
In Calcutta great attention was paid to the subject, and the remédies proposed were 
similar to those reoommended above, viz., ** roadsi ventilation, drainage» improved 
buts, a better System of conservanoy, coxipled with the construction of suitable 
latrines," and they then ask " who is to pay for this," " and corne to the conclusion 
that the owner or farmer of the Parcherry is the proper person." In case that 
owner cannot from any reason make the improvement himself, it would not be 
unfair to ask him to stirrender the rents or mortgage the property to the Muni* 
cipality until the cost of such improvements is paid. 

During the last few weeks of the year a spécial staff has been organized for the 
purpose of keeping Parcherries clean. They are in gangs of ten and they thoroughly 
clean out a Paroherry, dig a hole and bury the rubbish and they go on to another 
Parcherry. 

A great improvement has been effected in the Parcherries by this means. 

The number of Parcherries now in Madras is about 180.

PARKS AND AVENUES. 

No. 1.— PEOPLE'S PAEK. 

Owing to the great want of raia, thé Park has presented during the year 
a dry and parched appearaace« It was aot possible, on aocount of the drought 
to effect any iraprovement as regards planting wibli the exception of a few orna- 
mental beda whioh hâve been laid out round the Band Stand. 

The income derived by the sale of grass amounts to only Rs. 614.6-1, as 
the dry weather prevailing throughout the year cheoked its growth altogether. 

Of the 11 tanks în the Park, 9 beoame perfeotly dry in the course of the 
year. Advantage was taken of the opportunity thus afforded to employ famine 
relief coolies for the purpose of deepening thèse tanks, and 6 of them had been 
deepened and cleaned out before the end of the officiai year ; the work of the other 
two was also in progress but was not completed. 

The foUowing buildings were repaired and painted during the year. The 
farm-house situated on the north of the Park and the Serjeant's quarters near the 
West Gâte were repaired ; also the large circular cage for pigeons, situated on the 
North-East of the Band Stand, was painted and repaired. 

ZooLoaiCAL Collection. — The receipts under this head during the year hâve 
îallen off to a great extent. This resulted from the privilège conceded to the 
public of being permitted on two days in the week to visit the animais free of ail 
charge. As a natural conséquence the largest number of visitors came to the Park 
on both thèse free days. 

The average attendance per day on free days was, 1,020. 
Do. do. on other days 96. 

At the beginning of the officiai year, one of the Cheetahs got out of its cage 
by removing one of the iron bars from the roof, and climbed up a tree close to the 
zinc enclosure ; it was shot by Serjeant Slater of the Madras Police, who was re- 
warded with B;S, 100 by the Commissioners.

SwiMMiNG Bath. — ^The iacome derîved f rom tbis source during the year was 
very small, as, owing to the low level of the water at the Red HUls lake, it was not 
possible to fiU the bath frequently, and ultimately it had to be closed on the 28th 
January 1877 for the remaining portion of the officiai year. 

The Band Stand. — Prom the Ist April 1876 to the close of that year, Band 
played at the Band Stand on 3 days in the week, viz., lOth Régiment N. I. on Wed- 
nesdays, 37th Grenadiers on Fridays and Volunteer Band on Saturdays. 

During the month of April the Band of Her Majesty's 67th Régiment 
stationed in Port Saint George played at the Park on Saturdays in the place of the 
Volunteer Band, which was prevented playing in public, owing to a réduction in its 
strength ; and from May the Volunteer Band resumed its playing as usual ; but since 
the departure f rom Madras of the 37th Grenadiers N. I., the Band of which Régiment 
played on Friday, there has been music only twice a week at the Park, viz., on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. Five Police Constables hâve aJwîtys been in attendance 
on Band evenings to préserve order amongst the visitors* carriages,^ on Saturday 
evenings the assistance of a European Police Serjeant was allowed in addition to the 
5 Constables, as the unusually large number of visitors that attend the Park on 
Saturdays required an increased Police staff to préserve order and regularity.

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PARKS JLND AVENUES, No. 2.— NAPIBR PABK. 

The season during the year under review bas been an abnormally dry one, and 
yet nearly the whole of this Park has throughout even such a season always 
borne a green and pleasing appearanoe attributable to two causes, viz. : — to a 
portion of it being irrigated by Red Hills water f rom a stand pipe at the foot 
of Government Bridge so long as water was available without pumping at 
the Red Hills being resorted to, and to another portion being irrigated from 
a well situated at the South-east end of the Park and back of BurghalFs 
Stables* 

During the year, the two Islands in the Park were cleared of overgrown végé- 
tation. Flower and grass beds were laid out as well as walks, and the gênerai appear- 
anoe of thèse Islands very much improved. 

The income from the sale of grass during the year was Rupees 1,182-1-4. 

On Government Order, dated 3rd August 1876, No. 1,992, the District En- 
gineer, Madras Presidency, constructed two settling tanks, one across the Chin- 
tadrepettah main drain and the other across the Triplicane main drain. Thèse tanks 
which are nothing more than ordinary silt traps are of the folio wing dimensions. 
The one in Chintadrepettah is 10 feet, 8 in. long by 4 feet, 9 in. broad and 1 foot, 
9 in. deep into which the solid matter from the drains settles and the liquid al- 
lowed to flow on into the river. This arrangement does not in any way defecate the 
sewage, before it reachos the river, nor is the quality of the sewage in any way im- 
proved. The foUowing is a sketch of the settliug tanks as it is called : — 
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It was to intercept this sewage flowîng into the Cooum that the arrangements 
hereinaf ter mentioned were made, but had to be abandoned for reasons given. 

The settling tank in the Triplicane main sewer was commenced after the 
Municipality had commenced their work for intercepting the sewage ; so arrange- 
ments were made to hâve this tank or rather silt trap at the junction of the pipes 
with the drain as will be seen by the sketch given below which shows the size of the 
tank or trap and other arrangements : — 
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PARKS AND AVENUES, NO, 2.— NAPIER PARK, 

In September 1876 the main drain from Triplicane was intercepted by a dam 
and the sewage dîverted into the large well in Napier Park by means of stone-ware 
pipes at a cost of Rs, 325-9-6. The sewage hère is diluted with water and lifted by 
means of two picottahs, and a large portion of the Park is daily irrigated from this 

weD which has oocasioned no nuisance whatever to the neighbourhood, By this 
means, since 29th September 1876, the whole of the sewage that came down the 
Triplicane main drain was being disposed of, and which, were it allowed to go into 
the river, would hâve, during the abnormally dry season, added very much to the 
impurity of the Cooum. A large portion of the Park has benefitted by the above ar- 
rangement, and an income derived by the Munîcipality as is sho wn by the statement. 
The portion of this Park irrigated by the diluted sewage has frequently been visit- 
ed by the Sanitary Oommissioner and other Médical men, and there does not 
appear to be any instance of a complaint beiog made of its being a nuisance. Cheer- 
ed with the success attended by the interception of the Triplicane main sewer and 
its results, an attempt was made in the latter end of January 1877 to intercept the 
Chintadrepettah main drain in the same manner as the Triplicane drain. A 
well with double pioottahs was constructed, pipes laid, and ail arrangements got 
ready for working, when the inhabitants of Chintadrepettah represented to the 
Government that the arrangements made for the interception and disposai of the 
sewage would prove a great nuisance, and prejudicial to health ; whereupon orders 
where issued to stop ail proceedings. The spring water only from this well has been 
utilized for watering a portion of the grass in the Park, cost of this work 
Rs. 454.14-0. 

The foUowing statement shows the receipts and expenditure during the year, 
by which it will be seen that it has yielded a clear profit of Rs. 398-5.5.

I hâve the honor to sabmit my report upon the scbools connected with the 
MunicipaJity of Madras for the officiai year 1876-77. 

2. InspeCtlng SchOOlmasterS.— The number of Inspecting School- 
masters under me remained the same at the end of the year as at the beginning. AU 
the endeavoiirs of the Inspector and of myself to induoe the Municipal Commissioners 
of Madras to inorease it proved f ruitless. There were only three such officers for such 
an important Town as Madras. I give below their names and salaries and the 
ranges or circles assîgned to them : —

Thèse officers bave had charge of the ranges entered against their names ever 
since their appointment to their présent posts. In my report for the year 1875-76, 1 
wrote as foUows : — " I intended to bave recommended a re-distribution of the ranges 
of the Inspecting Schoolmasters in the Municipality ; but the sudden indisposi- 
tion of one of them prevented me from doing so. I shall make the necessary recom- 
mendation at an early date." I am sorry that the same cause should bave prevented 
me, during the year under report, from making the promised recommendation. 
The indisposition alluded to was that of Parthasaradi Aiyangar. This Inspecting 
Schoolmaster became ail on a sudden mentally deranged in the month of January 
1876 and was absent on sick leave during the succeeding two months. He had a 
relapse in the beginning of August and was obliged to absent himself from bis 
duties for three months more, When he returned to duty in November last, it was 
thought that he Was completely cured, and that he would perform bis duties to the 
satisfaction of bis superiors. But unfortunately the Inspector and myself were 
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disappoînted in our expectations ; and Parthasaradi Aiyangar had pretty fréquent 
attacks of the same mental disease during the year, though for short periods only on 
each occasion. The manner in which he performed his duties was found to be 
unsatisfaotory ; and at the close of the year when he had one of thèse attacks, the 
Inspecter recommended to the Président of the Municipal Commission that he should 
be made to retire from active service. M. A. Janakiramiah has been appointed to 
succeed Parthasaradi Aiyangar, and he ^has, since the close of the officiai year, 
assumed charge of Parthasaradi Aiyangar*s duties. I intend to recommend that 
Parasuramiah should hâve charge of the Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th Municipal Divi- 
sions, and that Janakiramiah should be entrusted with the charge of the remaining 
or the 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th Divisions. 

3. Government having in the préviens year undertaken the payment, from 
Provincial Funds, of ail grants on account of Female Education in the Presidency, 
the Madras Mimicipality had charge, during the year under report, of Lower Class 
Schools for Boys only ; and ail expenditure on account of éducation was confined to 
payment of grants on account of boys whether they were in purely Boys* schools or 
in mixed ones, and to charges conneoted with the supervision of thèse schools. 
Unlike the several Local Fund Boards and Municipalities in the Mof ussil, the Madras 
Municipality had no schools of its own ; it also absolutely ref used to pay any salary 
grant whatever: Consequently ail Lower (îlass Schools for boys in the town were 
worked exclusively on the " Payment of Results'* System. The year under report 
began with 284 schools under the Municipality, giving instruction to 10,197 boys ; 
and it closed with 274 schools and 10,030 boys; showinga decrease during the year 
of 10 schools and 167 boys. This decrease in the number both of schools and of 
pupils is much to be regretted. It ooourred principally in the range of the Inspect- 
ing Schoolmaster A. V. Parasuramiah. The annexed table shows the distribu- 
tion of thèse schools among the différent agencies at work at the beginning and end 
of the year : —

Under Mission Agencies the number remained the same at the end of the year 
as at the begnning ; under Jaffer Hussain Sahib and Parthasaradi Aiyanp^ar, tbe num« 
bers increased by 1 and 4 respectiyely ; while under Parasuramiah, the number de- 



/ 
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creased by no less than 15. The lasfc named Inspecfcing Sohoolmaster attributes the 
decrease of schools under him to famine. Some schoMs ^^ere closed beoause the 
pupils w^ere net able to pay the teachers, and the teaohers were not able in conse- 
quence to support themselves. No less than 27 teaohers olosed their schools during 
the last quarter of the officiai year. I may mention that Parasuramiah*s Beturns 
for the first three quarters of the year showed improvement equally with those of the 
other Inspecting Schoolmasters ; and on the 31st December, the last day of the 
third quarter, there was an increase of 37 schools over the number on the Ist April 
preceding or the beginning of the year. Parasuramiah's range borders upon the 
Chingleput District and not a few of the inhabitants are agriculturists. Making due 
allowance for ail thèse oircumstances, I do not think that Parasuramiah is altogether 
free from blâme. 

4. Of the 274 schools under inspection on the 31 st March last : — 

4 were English, 

130 Anglo-Vernacular, 

140 Vemacular ; 
that is to say, in 4 schools English only was taught ; in 130, English and one or 
înore Vemacular languages were taught ; and in the remaining 140 schools, one or 
Tûore Vemacular languages only were taught. Arranging . them differently, that is, 
according to the number of languages taught, we had, 

92 schools in which one language only was taught ; 
107 schools in which two languages were taught ; 
72 schools in which three languages were taught ; 
2 schools in which four languages were taught ; 
1 school in which no less than five languages were taught.

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6. 187 of thèse schools were for boys and tlie remaining 87 were mized ones, 
that is, for boys and girls taught together. Of the boys,' schools, 17wereunder 
Mission Agenciesand 170 were started by tlie teachers themselves for tlieir own 
benefit. Similarly, among the mixed schools, 17 were mission and 70 non-mission. 
It may be mentioned that many of the Mixed schools change into boys* schools and 
boys* schools into mixed ones through mère accidents ; and consequently, a school 
sometimes changes f rom the one into the other more than once during the course of a 
single year. On this account, some schools which were mixed when they were 
examined for grants, became purely boys' schools at the end of the year ; while others 
which were examiued as boys' schools had to be transf erred to the list of mixed ones. 
In many cases the distinction was almost nominal ; in 11 of thèse mixed schools 
there was but one girl ; in 10 of them only 2 ; in 6, only 3 ; and in 6 more, only 4 
in each. In 59 or more than three-fourths of them, the number of girls in each at 
the end of the year was less than 10. 

7. Of the 10,030 pupils under inspection on the 31st March last, 7,129 belong- 
ed to boys' schools and the remaining 2,901 to mixed ones. Thèse figures give an 
average attendance of 38 boys in Institutions for boys only, of 33 in those for boys 
and girls, and of 37 in ail. The largest number in any boys' school was 288 and the 
smallest 7 ; and the largest number of boys in any mixed school was 60 and the 
smallest 11. 

8. Classifying the boys according to the différent nationalities to which they 
belonged, there were, 

6,936 Hindus, 
1,760 Mahomedans, 

720 Pariahs, 

404 Native Christians, 

197 East Indians, 
13 Europeans. 

9. Taking the différent languages taught, it was found that 

4,895 boys learnt Tamil, 
3,990 boys learnt English, 
3,435 boys learnt Telugu, 
1,612 boys learnt Hindustani, 

397 boys learnt Persian, 

149 boys learnt Arabie. 

It must be mentioned that generally the same boys learnt more than one language 
and had therefore been counted in each of the languages learnt. 

10. It was ascertained that of the 10,030 boys, 455 reoeived their substantive 
instruction through the English language and 9,675 through the Vemaculars. 

11. Of the 274 schools under inspection on the last day of the oflBcial year, 193 
giving instruction to 8,126 boys, were aided and the rçmaining 81 schoojs with 1,904 
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boys were unaided. Besides the 193 schools aided durîng the year, 21 more were 
examined for grants, but were either closed before the end of the year or were 
Btruck off the list for fraud practised by the teachers. The number of schools which 
were actually aîded during the year încluding those that were closed was 206. One 
of thèse schools having been ranked in the middle class received its grant from 
Government ; 205 schools Were therefore aided during the year by the Municipality 
with an aggregate grant of Rupees 12,077-12-10. Thisgives an average grant of 
Rupees 58-14-8 for each school, The largest grant paid to any school was Rupees 
232-8-0 and the smallest Rupees 4. Adding to this sum the amount spent on the 
salaries, &c. of the three Inspecting Schoolmasters, the total sum expended by the 
Municipality on lower class Education in the year 1876-77, amounted to^ Rupees 
14,168-8-7. It may be mentioned, however, that the Municipality refused to pay 
ail grants on account of the 4th standard when schools presenting boys for that 
standard did not fulfil the conditions laid down for middle class schools and were 
therefore ranked in the lower class. The sum thus disallowed amounted to Rupees 
406. 

12. Among the Lower Class Schools examined, 7 presented boys for ail the four 
standards under the Results Grant Rules, 124 for three, 66 for two, and 15 for one 
or the lowest standard only. The total number of boys presented for examination 
was 4,510 ; of thèse 62 appeared for the 4th standard, 903 for the 3rd, 1 ,664 for the 
2nd, and 1,881 for the Ist or lowest. 

13. D uring the year under report, four cases of fraud were detected. One 
Gulam Khader, a Mahomedan teacher at Triplicane, presented a few of the Madrissa 
boys as his own under différent names from those by which they were known in 
that school. This teacher has been declared disqualified for any future grant. 
Another teacher M. Padmanaba Naidu presented some girls from the Free ChurcH 
Mission Balica Patasala and has been similarly declared disqualified for ail future 
grants. A. Arumuga Mudali and C. Bungaru Naidu, the managers and teachers of 
another Results School presented for examination some new boys who could not be 
examined for want of the necessary attendance, with the names of other boys who 
actually lef t their school. The Municipal Président attempted to prosecute thèse 
two teachers. They evaded the summons of the Magistrate, and when warrants 
were issued for their arrest, they disappeared altogether. They are still at large 
and the warrants for their appréhension are in the hands of the Police. The 
foarth case îs that of one Ramasawmy Naidu who attempted to cheat the 
Municipality in the same way as Arumuga Mudali and Bungaru Naidu. This 
teacher died immediately after the fraud committed by him was discovered. 
In a town like Madras where there are nearly 600 Lower Class or Pial Schools, 
it is very difficult to disoover frauds like those committed by the abovementioned 
teachers ; and it is a great pity that when they are discovered, the culprits could 
not be criminally punished. As however, steps hâve been taken to make known 
among ail the other teachers, the few cases discovered, they cannot fail to hâve the 
desired effect upon the generality of them.

15, Year after year I reiterate, without any effect, the neoessity for the 
appointment of additional Inspecting Schoolmasters for the town of Madras, and 
the Municipality takes no steps to supply the want. TJnless two more Inspecting 
Sohoolmasters are employed, no further progress can be made in improving the In- 
digenous Fiai Schools. The Mahomedan Inspecting Schoolmaster has brought 
under inspection 60 Hindustani schools ; thèse are almost ail in the town, and he 
has enough of work with them. The other two Inspecting Sohoolmasters hâve 
between them 188 schools under inspection and more than what they can inspect 
and keep under eflScient supervision. There are still more than 250 schools to be 
brought under inspection. There is an impression among the majority of the 
Municipal Commissioners that éducation is not a legitimate charge upon the Corpo- 
ration ; and it is my decided opinion that Elementary Education in the town of 
Madras is not likely to make much progress as long as it is in charge of the Munici- 
pality,
